SC PRES'S INTENTION IS TO BEGIN STATEMENTS ON SOUTH AFRICA

ON BASIS OF CONTACTS TO DATE, USDEL BELIEVES FOLLOWING WOULD VOTE

KHMER IN 29TH GA - 

ACCORDING TO JAPANESE, CZECHS SAID THEY WERE INSTRUCTED TO CONSULT 
OTHER BLOC DELS IN NY ON KHMER QUESTION AND CZECH OFFICIAL 
ADDED "PERSONAL" THOUGHTS THAT SUPPORT FOR PRO-SIHANOUK RES 
UNCHANGED BUT SINCE "JAPANESE" RES SEEMED PROCEDURAL THERE 
MIGHT BE ROOM FOR "RATIONAL SOLUTION OR COMPROMISE" AND

THERE ARE INDICATIONS MEXICANS PLAN TO INTRODUCE AMENDMENT TO
